Court of Appeals in a 2-1 decision 
has upheld validity of the 1950 
Internal Security 
Act which re­

register as Russian-dom inated. 
The law is known as the MeCar- 
ran Act after its author, the late 
Sen. P at M cC arran (D-Nev). 
The split appellate court decision 
was the first ruling on constitu­ 
tionality of the law. 
Under it, the Com m unist party 
m ust list its officers and m em bers 
with the Justice D epartm ent and 
account for Its contributions and 
expenditures. The law' also requires 
registration of “Com m unist-action” 
and "C om m unist-front” groups. 
The ruling paves the way for 
the Com m unist party to carry the 
case to the Suprem e Court. Law­ 
yers for the party said in advance 
that this would 
be done if the 
appellate court ruled against it. 
Ruled From Moscow 
Judge 
E. 
B arrett 
Prettym an, 
who wrote the m ajority opinion, 
held that the law' and an order of 
the Subversive A ctivities Control 
Board directing the party to com ­ 
ply with its provisions "a re valid 
as m atters of law' ”

WASHINGTON 'JB -R lght on the 
heels of Santa Claus this year will 
come a less welcome visitor to 
millions of Am erican homes — a 
m ailm an with your 1954 income 
tax form. 
The Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
is ready to mail out some 63 m il­ 
lion forms between Christm as and 
New Y ear’* Day. Many will be 
delivered in time to give the recip­ 
ient a headache even before the 
morning of Jan. I. 
The form 104« and 1040-A re­ 
turns are being m ailed a month 
later than last year, mainly be­ 
cause they had to be revam ped 
com pletely a* a result of the 1964 
tax law changes This took extra 
time. 
One possible bright spot; An ex­ 
tra month to pay. Under the new 
law, the deadline ior final returns 
is April 15.
